The inventions disclosed in documents 1 and 2 have, 
as a matter of course, a step wherein a parallax barrier 
layer is formed, and it is clear that the inventions also 
have a step wherein a layer having a specified positional 
relationship to the parallax barrier layer is formed. 
Further, the sequence of step (b) and step (c) described 
in claim 1 is unclear, and thus, claim 1 is disclosed in 
documents 1 and 2, and therefore lacks novelty and does 
not involve an inventive step. 

The invention described in claims 2 and 4 does not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 to 
4. 

Documents 3 and 4 disclose the formation of an 
alignment mark when forming a light-screening film. A 
person skilled in the art could easily conceive of 
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applying the feature disclosed in documents 3 and 4 and 
providing an alignment mark when forming the light- 
screening film disclosed in documents 1 and 2 . 

The invention described in claim 5 lacks novelty and 
does not involve an inventive step in the light of 
document 2 - 

The invention described in claims 6, 7, and 8 does 
not involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 
to 4. 

Documents 3 and 4 disclose the formation of a black 
matrix and a color filter on a liquid crystal layer side, 
and the formation of an alignment mark when forming the 
black matrix, and thus, a person skilled in the art could 
easily derive the inventions described in claims 6, 7, and 
8 from the inventions disclosed in documents 1 to 4 . 

The inventions described in claims 9 to 13 do not 
involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1 to 
4 . 

The constitution added in the invention described in 
claims 9, 10, and 11 is a technology so well known in the 
art as to not even require listing of documents. 

The constitution added in the invention described in 
claim 12 is disclosed in document 2 . 

The invention described in claim 14 is disclosed in 
document 1, and thus, lacks novelty and does not involve 
an inventive step. 

The invention described in claim 15 is disclosed in 
document 2, and thus, lacks novelty and does not involve 
an inventive step. 
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VIII. Certain observations on the international application 

The following observations on the clarity of the claims, description, and drawings or on the question whether the claims are fully 
supported by the description, are made: 

The sequence of steps in the constitution described 
in claim 1 is unclear, and thus, the details of the 
invention are unclear. 

It is unclear from claim 1 whether the first layer 
is formed while alignment to a parallax barrier layer is 
being carried out, and thus, it is unclear what the 
stipulations of step (c) signify. 



The purpose of providing an alignment mark in the 
invention described in claims 2 and 4 cannot be 
determined, and thus, the details of the invention are 



unclear. 
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
